Supreme Court 
Names Governor 


ATLANTA, Mar. 19 (#)-—The 
State Supreme court in a 5 to 2 
decision today held that M. E. 
Thompsen is Georgia’s governor 
and that Herman Talmadge’s 
election by the legislature was il- 
legal. 

Talmadge, who assumed office 
with the backing of National 
Guard officers and state troopers, 
announted that he would vacate 
both the executive office and the 
mansion “as soon as we can get 
the files out and our personal ef- 
fects packed.” Thompson will 
serve until January, 1949. - 

Talmadge said in a statement 
to newsmen that he considered the 
people the court of last resort in 
political questions, and said the 
question “will be carried to the 
court of last resort.” He did not 
elaborate. 

The Supreme court thus moved 
to end nine weeks of political tur- 
moil in which rival governors Oc- 
cupied the capitol and contended 
for control of state agencies and 
departments. The court's deci- 
sion will not become final until 
disposition of a motion for rehear- 
ing expected to be filed by the 
losing side.

WASHINGTON, Mar. 19 (®)— 
John L. Lewis bowed today to a! 
Supreme Court mandate and told 
his 400,000 soft coal miners their 
contract with the government will 
continue in force after March 31. 

The mine leader’s action thus 
removed the threat of a nation- 
wide bituminous mine shutdown 
which might have occurred on that 
date had the contract been allow- 
The miners »tradt>'| 
tionally do not work without a 
contract. 

Lewis sent a 20-word letter to} 
Secretary of Interior J. A. Krug, 
formally withdrawing the notice 
of last November 15 ending his 
government contract. It was that 
notice which touched off the 17- 
day strike. 

It also involved Lewis and the 
United Mine Workers in legal pro- 
ceedings that led to their convic- | 
tion of contempt of court and 
heavy fines. 








Bill Creates | 
Labor Courts 


WASHINGTON, Mar. 19 (P)— 
Senators Ferguson (R-Mich) and 
Smith (R-NJ) today introduced a 
bill to create a system of federal 
labor relations courts with juris- 
diction over “a large majority” of 
labor-management disputes. 

The courts would have _ the 
right to issue injunctions in labor 
cases, a course now forbidden by 
the Norris-LaGuardia act in dis- 
putes involving private industry. 

They would have jurisdiction to 
interpret collective bargaining 
contracts and to review actions of 
the administrators of the National 
Labor Relations (Wagner) act, 
the fair labor standards (wage- 
hour) act and the railway labor 
act. 

Ferguson told the senate ‘We 
are in a state of near-anarchy” 
when it comes to industrial dis- 
putes and tne time has come to 
subject them to ‘the legal discip- 
line of a civilizec society.”

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Jap Premier 
Wants U.S. to - 
Stay in Japan 


TOKYO, March 13 (#) — If 
the United States is going to in- 
sure world peace, Americans must 
remain indefinitely in Japan after 
the Japanese peace treaty is sign- 
ed, Premier Shigeru Yoshida said 
today. 


In an interview with the Asso- 
ciated Press, the premier voiced 
strong approval of General Mac- 
Arthur’s recent proposal for treaty 
negotiations and end of the occu- 
pation but made it plain that he 
preferred American protection to 
that of the United Naticns upon 
signing the peace. 

“We are having our battles with 
the Communists, too,” Yoshida 
said, “and we have a very dan- 
gerous enemy to the north.” 

The premier interpreted Presi- 
dent Truman’s recent address to 
mean that the United States was 
going to lead a worldwide opposi- 
tion against Communism, and 
said: 

“You Americans have got to re- 
main in Japan after the peace 
treaty if the United States is going 
No mat- 
ter how much you might want to 
go home, this must be done. It is 
to the advantage of your country 
as well as mine.”

Marshall, Molotov Agree 


Meeting of Minds Likely 


MOSCOW, Mar. 19 (#®)—Soviet 
Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov 
and U. S. Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall agreed today 
that a meeting of minds was pos- 
sible in this conference of the 
council of foreign ministers on 
Germany's economic program. 

Molotov said in a statement, 
however, that the Soviet Union re- 
jected the British-American posi- 
tion that the Potsdam decisions 
on reparations superseded the de- 
cisions of the Big Three Yalta con- 
ference. ‘ 

He further declared that the 
economic unity of Germany with- 
out reparations was not acceptable 
to the Soviet government but that 
wth reparations it would be ac- 
ceptable. 

Marshall reminded Molotov that 
there were “grave” difficulties to 
be faced in the reparations prob- 
lem. He said he was prepared to 
“consider” Molotov’s demands for 
a higher level of industry in Ger- 
many to raise her steel production, 
put he ad@ed that there was an 





“inherent danger” in developing 
a production program designed for 
reparations purposes.

Golf Group 
Revises Rules 


~NEW YORK (/P(—The Unit- 
ed States Golf association has an- 
nounced revision of the amateur 
code to give for the first time a 
positive definition of an ama- 
teur golfer. 5 

The ruling, which becomes ef- 
fective immediately, reads: “An 
amateur golfer is one who plays 
the game solely as a non-remun- 
erative or  non-profit-making 
sport.” 

The new rule, following the 
trend toward simplification, is 
more liberal concerning violations 
by players under 18 years of age, 
except those who actually play for 
money prizes, and exempts golf 
coufse superintendents (greens 
keepers) from professional status. 

However, where the old rile 
merely advised against certain 
types of prizes, the new code pro- 
vides for forfeiture of amateur 
status if a player accepts a prize 
(1) “of unusual mouey Value,” (2) 
“of a nature making it readily 
convertible into cash,” and (3) “an 
order on a mercantile establish: 
ment which fails to limit the pur- 


pose to which the order may be 
put.”

The large volume of new resi- 
dential construction, which saw | 
local records set in 1946, has been 
continued this year, records in the 
office of Building Inspector Rich- 
ard Derby indicate. 

Only the critical shortage of 
building materials has prevented 
the permit totals for the first three 
months of this year from exceed- 
ing that of a year ago, it was re- 
ported. 

‘Permits for 44 new homes have 
been taken out in Upland since 
January 1, 1947, it was revealed 
today. 

An unofficial compilation . of 

valuations shows $200,762 worth 
of new homes started here this 
year. In addition, building offi- 
cials said, several thousands more 
have been spent in addition to 
house, new garages, and other in- 
cidental work. 
Even in these days of sky high 
building ccsts, the average home 
builder here doesn’t have to ex- 
pend an enormous sum to get a 
room over his head, the survey 
indicates.
